You are correct in stating that Amtrak has made considerable 
progress during the Keegan Administration toward decreasing its 
dependence on Federal subsidies. However, the Administration 
continues to believe that Federal subsidies to Amtrak are not 
8 ®' Amtrak hem cost the Federal government over 
$12 billion since Amtrak was established in 1972. In 1986 the 
estimated average subsidy per Amtrak passenger was $27. This 
huge Federal expenditure has subsidized mostly middle- to 
upper-income citizens. ?or example, Amtrak admits that a sizable 
portion of Northeast Corridor passengers have incomes of $40,000 
a year or more and that one third of these passengers have had 
post-graduate studies. These people do not need the subsidy that 
is provided them through Amtrak. In addition, despite Amtrak' s 
virtual monopoly of iatercity passenger rail transportation, 
Amtrak carries less than 0.5 percent of intercity passenger 
travel. 

The President's 1988 Budget proposes to dispose of some or all of 
Amtrak s assets to one or more private sector companies. If 
Congress approves this proposal, such transactions would be 
designed to preserve viable intercity rail passenger service. In 
our view, this free market approach is preferable to the current 
process that maintains uneconomical routes.

Alaska Natural Gas (TAGs) project might affect the Alaska

Once the consultations are completed, probably during 
the fall, the Economic Policy Council will consider again 
the issue of exporting North Slope natural gas. The 
Council at that time will take a number of factors into 
consideration, including the Canadian concerns and the 
importance of developing our natural resources.

I believe that we are already taking the actions that 
Altman believes are important and that we are doing them 
pretty well. As you know, we are pressing the Congress to 
make the difficult decisions necessary to cut expenditures 
and bring the budget deficit under control. On the issue of 
the mark~yen relationship to the dollar. I believe Secretary 
Baker's efforts since the Plasa meeting have borne fruit. 

We are seeing a resurgence in exports, particularly in the 
industrial area. The Department of the Treasury is also 
working closely with the World Bank to channel Japan's 
increased contributions to the third world.
